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Safety On The Farm 

From statistics garnered from the National Safe¬ 
ty Council, farmers lead a rather dangerous life. For 
everyone killed accidentaly many more are seriously 
injured. In contrast to such occupations as mining, 
construction and transportation, farm injuries are 
mounting. 

While the increasing use of machinery may be 
the cause of the rise in the accident rate, farm ani¬ 
mals are still a major hazard to the rural worker. In 
one report they are at the top of the list with horses 
causing the most mishaps. Cows and bulls come next. 
A third of the faim casualties are among children due 
to the fact they are allowed to ride or be close to op¬ 
erating machinery, says C-I-L Agricultural News. 

One cannot blame fann machinery for being the 
major cause of the mounting rural accident frequen¬ 
cy rate. Axes and pitchforks take a sizeable annual 
toll and they have been used for centuries. 

There is no doubt that when one analyses the 
cause of farm accidents, carelessness will be found to 
be the chief reason behind them. Manufacturers of 
modern farm machines are careful to place safety 
guards on them. These are removed when repairs are 
being made and often are not placed back. Safety in¬ 
structions on pesticide containers are disregarded and 
since many pesticides are poisonous, death or painful 
illness could occur from carelessly handling them. 

While industry has well-developed safety cam¬ 
paigns, the farmer is usually on his own and suffers 
most when he is laid up from an accident. It is up to 
the individual farm, therefore, to organize its own 
safety program and conscientiously follow it.

An Office Survey 


One way of evaluating a school system is by 
finding out how its graduates measure up to their new 
jobs. 

With this in mind, the Canadian Research Com¬ 
mittee on Practical Education' recently made a survey 
of office workers across Canada. The committee want¬ 
ed to know, among other things, what skills' were 
needed in modern office work, what kind of people of¬ 
fice managers were looking for, and what kind of 
people they were getting. 

The survey, which took in 328 firms averaging 
103 office employees each, produced some rather in¬ 
teresting findings. 

Stenographers invariably head the list of posi¬ 
tions difficult to fill, especially in Quebec. Shorthand 
and typing are criticized more frequently than any 
other commercial skill. Surprisingly enough, however, 
certain other evidence leads the committee to conclude 
“that less than one-half of girls in offices ever need 
to type, and less than one-quarter ever need to use 
shorthand.’’ 

Where non-commercial skills are concerned, most 
of the criticism is levelled at deficiencies in spelling, 
English, writing and arithmetic. 

Fifty-one per cent of the firms express no ser¬ 
ious dissatisfaction with the personality or character 
of high school graduates. Quebec and Western comp¬ 
anies are more critical than those in Ontario and the 
Maritimes. Lack of initiative is the most common 
complaint: irresponsibility and lack of interest in the 
work are close runners-up. 

In hiring new office workers, 35 per cent of these 
firms ask for the applicant’s high school record. This 
practice is most common in Ontario and least com¬ 
mon in Quebec. Fifty-five per cent of the firms usual¬ 
ly consult the school for an appraisal of the appli¬ 
cant’s personality, character and suitability for the 
job. They nearly always find this information reliable, 
and the Committee suggests that more employers 
should take advantage of this service offered by the 
schools. —“Industry.”

Stiffer Laws 
On Motor Travel 

There is a stiffening up of laws 
in connection with Motor Vehicles 
Act, with several amendments to 
existing regulations, and sterner 
penalties exacted for Infraction. 

There is a section of the act re¬ 
lating to careless driving as dif¬ 
ferentiated from dangerous driv¬ 
ing, and penalties are such as to 
check the tendency to ignore the 
regulations. Everyone is familiar 
with the impatient motorist who 
dodges out from a line of cars hop¬ 
ing to gain on one or two cars 
ahead before he has to drop back 
into his own line. He can be a 
menace to oncoming traffic, as 
well as to those going in the same 
direction. Careless driving might 
also include the drivers who ig¬ 
nore the solid white lines which 
indicates no passing or who qt- 
tempt to pass traffic while climb¬ 
ing a hill. 

The regulations say: No person 
should drive a motor vehicle on 
the highway without due cate and 
attention or without . reasonable 
consideration for other pei-sons 
using the highway. 

It is easy to violate such broad 
coverage but penalties for infrac¬ 
tions have been increased in a 
general way from a fine of $100 
or 30 days to $500 or six months. 

Tractors now operating on the 
highways must be equipped with 
red tail light and must also be 
equipped with a dimming switch 
like cars. 

A regulation applying to foreign 
cars is that they must produce a 
custom's permit if required. This 
is a new regulation affecting in¬ 
coming cars from foreign count¬ 
ries. 

In case of an accident, if no in¬ 
surance is carried, and if a driv¬ 
er receives judgment against him. 
his driver's or chauffeur's license 
may be suspended anywhere in 
Canada, until he has satisfied the 
conditions of the judgment 


Freight Rates 
Go. Up Again 

The board of transport commis¬ 
sioners awarded the railway an 
interim freight rate increase of 12 
per cent, 

The higher fates are estimated 
to add $54,000,000 a year to Can¬ 
ada's annual freight bill. The rail¬ 
ways had asked for $89,000,000 
made up of a double-barrelled 
boost of five and 15 per cent. 

It is the third major increase in 
rail rates since 1946. 

The railways received a^jeneral 
increase of 21 per cent in 1948 and 
another of 20 per cent spread over 
three Instalments in 1949 and 
1950. 

The temporary award made now 
will Stand until the board has 
completed a fuller examination in¬ 
to the railways' financial needs 
next falL 

The new award while authoriz- 
Ihg a general increase, prescribed 
a series of customary exceptions, 
which include the west's grain 
traffic, joint rates between Cana¬ 
da and the United States and ex¬ 
port rates to and from Canadian 
ports, which are kept on a parity 
with those of competing U.S. ports. 


In its judgment, the board said 
it will give consideration to put¬ 
ting into effect two recommenda¬ 
tions of the royal commission on 
transportation when it deals more 
fully with the railways' applica¬ 
tion in the fall. These are: 

1. Provision of ceilings on some 
forms of traffic. 

2. Stricter control of the rail¬ 
ways' “competitive” rates—those 
that have been depressed to meet 
varying competitive conditions. 

It has been a persistent com¬ 
plaint of the Outlying provinces 
that not enough attention has 
been paid to these two points. 
They have contended that per¬ 
centage rate increase place an un¬ 
duly heavy burden on these be¬ 
cause freight charges on their 
long haul traffic go up dispropor¬ 
tionately.

Artificial Respiration 
Not Enough to Save Lives 

An absolute essential in apply¬ 
ing artificial respiration success¬ 
fully is to be sure that the vic¬ 
tim's tongue is pulled out and 
kept out during efforts to revive 
him, says Dr. Gordon Bates in the 
current issue of Health magazine. 

“A Health League of Canada 
Committee under the leadership of 
the late Sir Frederick Banting 
some years ago pointed out that 
in a large number of apparent 
.drownings th6re was no water In 
the lungs but that laryngeal spasm 
was responsible,” writes Dr, Bates. 
“If this spasm were relieved in 
time there was a much better 
chance of reviving the victim.” 

Pulling the drowning victims 
tongue out and keeping it out 
while artificial respiration is being 
.applied is the only known method 
up to now of making sure that 
passage of air into the lungs is not 
impeded. 

The general director of the 
Health League also throws light 
on another popular misconception 
— namely that many persons be¬ 
lieve artificial respiration to be 
useless if an unconscious person is 
taken from the water after more 
than a few minutes' immersion. As 
a matter of fact there have been 
well authenticated stories of the 
apparently drowned having been 
resuscitated after an immersion of 
half an hour. 

The only safe rule is to start 
artificial respiration immediately 
and to keep it up continuously for 
not less than fdur hours or until 
rigor mortis, a sure sign of death, 
occurs.

Gophers and other rodents 
usually leave such mounds.
